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EXAMINER'S AMENDEMENT 

1 . .An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Sliould tine clianges 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

3. The claims had been amended as presented in the fax received on 23 April 2008 
and hereto attached. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-4, 6-10,12-18, 20-24 and 26 are allowed. 

a. As to claim 1, the prior art of record does not expressly teach starting a first 
mechanism that executes the first function each time that the first Smart Card-accessing 
device receives a reset command; detecting a second invocation of the first method by 
the application, wherein the second invocation specifies a second type of event, a 
second function, and the first Smart Card-accessing device; and in response to 
detecting the second invocation of the first method, starting a second mechanism that 
executes the second function each time that an event of the second type of event 
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occurs relative to the first Smart Card-accessing device, wherein the second 
mechanism is separate from the first mechanism when tal<en in the context of the claim 
as a whole. More over, the art of record does not provide a basis of evidence for 
asserting a motivation driven from the art or from one knowledgeable in the art, that one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made would have modified a 
computer implemented method to combine the disclosed limitations as recited in the 
context of Claim 1. 

b. As to Claim 7 being directed to a method having substantially the same 
limitations as Claim 1, this claim is allowable for the same reasoning as recited in 
Claims 1 above. 

c. As to Claim 15, being directed to a method having substantially the same 
limitations as Claim 1, this claim is allowable for the same reasoning as recited in 
Claims 1 above. 

d. As to Claim 21, being directed to a method having substantially the same 
limitations as Claim 1, this claim is allowable for the same reasoning as recited in 
Claims 1 above.
